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"TRUTH  MUST  PREVAIL  OVER  ERROR". 

It  is  not  a  matter  of  wonder  and  ooncern  to  the  Latter  Bay 
Saints  when  they  see  the  divisions  and  disputes  occuring  through- 
out the  world  among  other  religious  organisations,  as  their  zeal- 
ous adherents  see  one  cherished  tradition  after  another  being 
assailed  by  critics  and  cast  aside  as  superstitions  and  fabulous 
mythology,  even  many  parts  and  books  of  the  Bible  not  excepted 
with  some  theologians. 

It  is  the  natural  growth  of  truth  over  error.   We  may  not 
always  be  able  to  see  what  is  the  clear  truth  of  a  matter  when  wo 
find  out  that  that  which  we  believe  or  have  practised  is  an  error. 

This  is  an  age  when  the  promises  of  God  are  being  abundantly 
fulfilled  as  declared  by  the  prophets  of  old,  and  only  Truth  can 
abide  the  Light  of  Truth. 

The  Latter  Day  Saints  have  been  teaching,  by  the  distribution 
of  many  millions  of  tracts  and  a  standing  ministry  of  two  or  three 
thousand  Elders  bearing  their  own  expense  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth  for  nearly  98  years,  declaring  that  God  has  again  spoken 
from  the  heavens,  restoring  an  authorised  Priesthood  with  a  corr- 
ect knowledge  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  inviting  all  to  see 
and  hear,  and  carefully  examine  their  message  in  the  spirit  of 
fasting  and  prayer,  God  having  promised  to  make  known  the  truth  of 
these  precious  tidings  to  all  who  are  willing  to  obey. 

The  plan  of  eternal  life  to  those  who  endeavour  to  live  the 
laws  of  God  is  beautiful  in  its  simplicity.   They  marvel  at  the 
mystery  introduced  and  accepted  by  men  of  noble  lives  and  holy 
desires . 

This  God-given  plan,  when  investigated  with  a  sober  mind,  un- 
prejudiced by  the  mythical  or  vicious  slanders  of  the  world,  be- 
comes a  knowledge  and  a  power  to  those  who  will  obey  as  it  reveals 
itself  to  them. 

The  Latter  Bay  Saints  are  not  worried  over  the  interpretation 
conceived  and  given  by  other  religious  organisations.   The  word  of 
God  is  truth  and  is  made  manifest  by  the  Spirit  of  Truth  to  every 
soul  who  is  willing  to  obey  truth. 

The  word  of  God  does  not  clash  with  truth  because  it  is  truth. 
Truth  harmonizes  with  reason,  and  reason  developed  into  wisdom 
giveth  man  understanding. 

Canon  Barnes  is  doing  a  work  which  will  bring  about  the  eter- 
nal purposes  of  God  when  he  advises  those  whom  he  teaches  to  look 
upon  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  as  the  symbol  of  a  Holy 
covenant  they  make  with  God,  in  which  they  declare  that  they  are 
willing  to  take  upon  them  the  name  of  the  Son  of  God,  and  always 
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remember  Him,  and  keep  the  commandments  v/hich  He  has  given  them, 
that  they  may  always  have  His  spirit  to  be  with  them.  It  is  in- 
tensely sacred,  and  should  be  '.aken  with  great  reverence. 

I  am  not  competent  to  argue  with  him  regarding  the  claims 
which  scientists  make  regarding  (some  of)  the  human  race  ascend- 
ing from  the  monkey  specie,  because  we  believe  the  Bible  to  be 
the  word  of  God,  and  chat  we  were  made  in  the  image  and  likeness 
of  God. 

God  has  revealed  in  this  day  that  the  Bible  is  indeed  His 
word  through  the  prophets  in  so  far  as  it  is  translated  correct- 
ly, and  in  general  it  is  correctly  translated,  although  some  pre- 
cious words  are  left  out  and  others  placed  in  which  more  clearly 
harmonize  with  the  prejudiced  interpretations  prevalent  in  the 
days  when  translations  were  made,  whether  ancient  or  modern. 

Allow  me  to  mention  two:  Genesis  2:15  -  "And  the  Lord  God 
took  the  man,  and  put  him  into  the  Garden  of  Eden  to  dress  it 
and  to  keep  it.  (16)  And  the  Lord  God  commanded  the  man  saying 
Of  6very  tree  in  the  garden  thou  may est  freely  eat,  (17)  But  of 
the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil  thou  shalt  not  eat  of 
it,  for  in  the  day  that  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely 
die." 

The  inspired  translation  reads  as  follows:  (15)  And  I,  the 
Lord  God,  took  the  man,  and  put  him  into  the  Garden  of  Eden  to 
dress  it  and  to  keep  it.  (16)  And  I,  the  Lord  God,  commanded  the 
man  saying:  Of  every  tree  j "  the  garden  thou  may est  freely  eat, 
(1?)  But  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good  and  evil,  thou 
shalt  no*-  oat  of  it,  nevertheless,  thou  mayest  choose  for  thy- 
self, for  it  is  given  unto  thee,  but  remember  that  I  forbid  it, 
for  in  the  day  thou  eatest  thereof  thou  shalt  surely  die." 

The  Latter  Lay  Saints  find  and  teach  some  wonierful  truths 
of  the  Gospel  in  the  very  scripuures  which  some  of  the  other 
Christian  organisations  discard  and  treat  as  not  inspired.   The 
first  few  chapters  of  Genesis  supply  the  keys  to  open  the  door 
to  its  eternal  conception.   Again:  It  is  often  taught  as  script- 
ural that  God  is  a  spirit  and  man  cannot  behold  Him  because  the 
scriptures  declare  the  Saviour  to  have  said:, (John  1:18)  No  man 
hath  seen  God  at  any  time".  Yet  there  are  several  instances 
where  His  servants  have  seen  Him,  such  as  in  Genesis  32:30  - 

Jacob  said:  "For  I  have  seen  God  face  to  face,  and  my  life  is 
preserved" . 

Isaiah  6:5  "For  mine  eyes  have  seen  the  king,  the  Lord  of 
Hosts'.' 

Judges  13:21,  regarding  Ma no ah  and  his  wife  seeing  the 
angel,  of  the  Lord.  (22)  And  Manoah  said  unto  his  wife:  We  shall 
surely  die  because  we  have  seen  God", 

Exodus  24:9  -  Moses,  Aaron,  Nadab ,  Abihu,  and  seventy  of 
the  Elders  of  Israel.  (10)  And  ';hey  saw  the  God  of  Israel  and 
there'  was  under  his  feet,  as  it  were,  a  paved  work  of  sap~)hire 
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stone,  and  as  it  were  the  body  of  heaven  in  his  clearness.  (11) And 
upon  the  nobles  of  the  children  of  Israel  he  laid  not  his  hand; 
also  they  saw  God  and  did  eat  and  drink. 

i\Tow  the  revelation  of  God  says:  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  Sec. 
67:11)  For  nojf  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time  in  the  flesh  except 
quickened  by  the  spirit  of  God .  Neither  can  any  natural  man  abide 
in  the  presence  of  God,  neither  after  the  carnal  mind". 

Joseph  Smith,  the  chosen  prophet  of  God  in  these  latter  days, 
says  that  the  Father  and  the  Son  appeared  unto  him  while  quickened 
by  the  Spirit.  His  word  is  just  as  reliable  as  the  words  declared 
by  other  prophets  thousands  of  years  ago. 

The  Restoration  has  taken  place,  God  having  revealed  His  mind 
and  will  concerning  those  who  are  living  in  this  day  and  age  which 
removes  all  the  darkness,  doubt,  and  uncertainty  from  the  minds  of 
the  Latter  Day  Saints,  whereas  those  who  refuse  to  investigate  are 
subject  to  be  tossed  to  and  fro  by  every  wind  of  doctrine,  through 
the  various  interpretations  of  men  who  rely  upon  tradition.  The 
Latter  Day  Saints  are  indeed  a  blessed  people,  for  all  their  lead- 
ers are  able  to  speak  the  same  thing,  knowing  whereof  they  speak.

"MORMONISM"  by  Elder  C.  Aid  en  Gray.

If  we  were  in  Salt  Lake  City,  near  the  vicinity  of  the  Temple, 
we  would  see  surmounting  one  of  the  Temple's  pinacles  ,  a  gilded 
statue  of  an  angel  sounding  a  crumpet,  symbolizing  the  restoration 
and  proclamation  of  the  everlasting  Gospel,  in  fulfilment  of  the 
scripture  which  says:  "And  I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of 
heaven,  having  the  everlasting  gospel  to  preach  unto  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  natiinn,  and  kindred,  and  tonguo, 
and  people,  saying  with  a  loud  voice,  .''ear  God,  and  give  glory  to 
him;  for  the  hour  of  his  judgment  is  come:  and  worship  him  that 
made  the  heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and  the  fountains  of 
waters".  (Revelations  14:6-7.) 

To  the  Latter  Day  Saints  these  are  the  days  of  the  predicted 
restoration,  and  Joseph  Smith  was  the  divinely  appointed  agent 
for  bringing  back  the  everlasting  Gospel. 

In  the  year  1841,  the  Prophet  Joseph  was  asked  for  a  concise 
presentation  of  the  doctrines  accepted  by  the  Church.   He  respond- 
ed by  giving  the  thirteen  articles  of  faith.   Prom  the  time  they 
were  first  given  they  have  been  in  force  as  an  authorized  guide  of 
the  beliefs  of  the  Latter  Day  Saints. 
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One  needs  but  to  investigate  the  teachings  of  the  various 
Christian  organisations  of  the 'world  today,  and  compare  them  to 
the  simple  and  divine  truths  as  taught  by  the  scriptures  to  see 
that  there  has  been  a  departure  from  the  given  Plan.   As  the  Lord 
has  said:  "Their  creeds  are  an  abomination  in  my  sight;  that 
those  professors  rwc  all  corrupt;  that:  "they  draw  near  me  with 
their  lips,  but  their  hearts  are  far  from  me;  they  teach  for  doc- 
trines the  commandments  ibf  men,  having  a  form  of  godliness,  but 
they  deny  the  power  thereof." 

One  needs  only  to  study  the  condition  of  so-called  Christia- 
nity, each  Church  claiming  not  only  to  be  right  but  to  be  divine, 
that  a  rational  mind  unwarped  by  sect  or  creed  is  likely  to  be- 
come bewildered  and  disgusted  in  efforts  to  reach  and  embrace  re- 
ligious truth. 

The  restoration,  as  claimed  by  the  Latter  Day  Saints,  is  real 
and  necessary,  and  by  giving  heed  and  obedience  to  its  message,  it 
will  become  the  power  of  cod  unto  salvation  to  every  one  who  will 
obey.

In  the  mail  of  October  17th  President  Samuel  Martin  received 
a  long  letter  from  Elder  Kenneth  C.  Woodruff,  who  sends  greetings 
to  all  the  Elders,  Saints  and  friends,  stating  that  hfl  arrived  at 
his  home  in  Salt  Lake  Oity  on  June  22nd,  after  a  mnst  pleasant 
journey.

elop   the   power   of  conducting  class  work  in  an  interesting  and    tact- 
ful manner;    5th,    to  methodically   commit    to   memory  daily  a  passage 
of    the  scriptures,    and  how   to. conduct    the  singing  of  songs. 

And  what  applies    to    the  Elders   for  daily   counsel   may  well   be 
taken   for  weekly   efforts   in   the   homes    of    the  Saints  where   they  are 
unable    to   attend    regularly   conducted   meetings. 

He  is   convinced    that    if   the  morning   class   is    conducted   along 
these   lines,    great   development  will    follow  by   giving   the  Elders 
opportunity  to  speak  six    times',    or   take   a  class   six   tines   more 
often   than  it  now   frequently  happens    in  some  Districts. 

We   have  also   included   in    this    issue   of   the  Bulletin  an  art- 
icle on   "How   to   Study",    which,    if   followed,    will    prove  very  help- 
ful.

One  author  says:  "True  or  logical  stud:  is  not  aimless  men- 
tal activity  or  a  passive  reception  of  ideas.  It  is  the  vigor- 
ous application  of  the  mind  to  a  subject  for  the  satisfaction  of 
a  felt  need.  The  study  of  a  subject  has  not  reached  its  end  un- 
til the  guiding  purpose  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  knowledge 
has  been  so  assimilated  that  it  is  used  in  a  normal  way  and  has 
become  experience."

Steps  in.  Study. 

i. Title  of  lesson  to  be  studied.  What  interest  have  you  in 
the  subject?   You  should  have  a  direct  interest. 

First  give  yourself  a  self-examination  until  you  have  res- 
olved all  you  know,  think,  or  believe  on  the  subject, then  ascer- 
tain what  additional  works  you  need  to  study, and  find  such  parts 
as  concern  your  theme.  Do  not  feel  obligated  to  read  the  whole 
book  or  article,  but  select  such  parts  as  touch  on  the  subject 
at  hand  and  omit  the  rest,       <' 

Take  notes  freely  on  all  readings.  Care  should  be  taken 
that  the  thought  of  the  reading  i_s_  not  changed. 

2. Decide  upon  a  specific  aim  or  purpose  in  giving  the  lesson. 

What  do  you  want  your  class  to  take  away  with  them?  One  man 
said:  "Oh,  he  is  an  entertaining  lecturer,  and  uses  splendid  Eng- 
lish, but  I  didn't  get  anything  to  carry  away  with  me." 

Your  aim  will  be  influenced  by  the  kind  of  audience. 

3  .Organisation  of  ideas.  ■  ...  ■-. 

Collect  the  details  that  bear  upon  your  central  theme,  and 
present  together  in  sequence  under  the  point  concerned. 

Choose  carefully  a  point  of  contact  to  make  a  mental  back- 
ground . 

By  this  massing  of  all  supporting  statements  under  the  pro- 
per heads,  overlapping  and  duplicating  is  avoided  and  clearness 
is  gained.  Also  force  is  secured  by  the  cumulative  effect  of 
the  intimately  related  facts.:;  The  aim  should  be  felt  throughout 
the  discussion,  hence  there  is  no  special  time. 

4. Judge  the  soundness  and  general  worth  of  statements  &  facts 
at  hand.  This  will  be  influenced  by  the  time  limit.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  select  the  strong  points  and  eliminate   the  others.

Ask  yourself  the  question:  Which  of  these  facts  I  have  assem- 
bled tend  to  bring  out  the  point  I  want  brought  out  most  clearly 
and  most  forcibly?  V'hich  relates  most  closely  to  the  problem?  Of 
the  test  of  one's  power  to  judge,  Dr.  Dewey  says:  "To  know  what  to 
let  go  as  of  no  account;  what  to  eliminate  as  irrelevant;  what  to 
emphasize;  what  to  retain  as  conducive  of  outcome." 

5. Memorise  such  facts  and  quotations  as  are  necessary  for  ready 
reference  and  future  use.  Dr.  Horn  says:ln  every  lesson  we  should 
find  some  facts  which  we  want  always  to  remember .This  enlarges  our 
stock  of  knowledge." 

6. The  assimilation  of  facts,  that  is:  Make  the  facts   your  own 
by  association  with  past  experience  and  knowledge. This  may  be  dev- 
eloped in  the  lesson  by  relating  of  life  experiences  and   connect- 
ing them  up  with  past  experiences  of  the  class.  Dr.  Mc  Murray  says: 
"In  order  to  assimilate,  the  student  may  find  it  necessary  to  re- 
view the  thought  a.  number  of  times  in  various  ways.    He  may  also 
practice  the  making  of  the  main  points  with  force,  using  them  un- 
der either/imagined  or  actual  conditions.    In  such  a  manner   they 
are-  tossed  about,  overhauled  and  restated  until  a  much  closer  and 
more  abundant  association  of  the  ideas  with  one  another,  and  with 
the  past  experience  of  the  learner  is  secured. He  warms  up  to  them. 
until  he  welds  them  to  himself,  and  as  a  result  a  sense  of  owner- 
ship of  knowledge  is  finally  established." 

7. prayer,  not  at  the  close  of  study,  but  many  times  throughout 
the  study.
